Bank Of Americ a Slic es Prime Rate 


. . . IRVING TRUST CO. STARTS ROLLBACK TO 8%; OTHERS FOLLOW 


New York (,?l — The Bank of Americ a, 
the nation’s large.st, c ut its prime interest rate 
to 8'r from B'u'« Uednesday a.s it quic kly 
followed a move announc ed by Irving Trust 
( o,, one ot the nation's major banks, 
(Mher.s later joined in. iiieludiiig Wells Fargo 
and .Morgan (lUaranty. f irst National City Bank 
and thase Manhattan went along after the 
market c losed. 


However, there were some notable holdout.s. 
A spokesman at a Chic ago bank said loan 
demand there was still too high to warrant 
a c utbac k m the rate. 
Public I’oliey ‘Overriding’ 
A. W. Clausen, president of the Bank of 
Americ a, said Wednesday that while the reduc ­ 
tion in the prime rate wa.s “ premature from 
slrietly a liquidity and c redit demand viewpoint, 
wc fell there were overriding c unsiderations 
of public (K)lic y” for it. 
Irving bec ome the first large bank to roll 
bac k the basic or lowest rale whic h bank-, 
c harge their biggest and most c reditworthy 
c ustomers, like big c orporations. 


The 8 *-2'£> rate pnwailed at major banks 
sinc e last .lune when the Federal Reserve Board 
c lamped down on the nation’s money supply 
in an attempt to c urb inflation. 
l.ong Awaited 
Several small banks ac ross the c ountry last 
month c ut their rates to 8''o and lower, hut 
their ac tions were not followed by the bigger 
ones. A lowering of the prime rate has been 
long awaited in the financ ial c ommunity. 
The stoc k market, whic h has been waiting 
for some substantial sign of an easing of c redit, 
soared immediately after the announc ement by 
Irving, the Illh largest bank in the c ountry.

It had been most puzzling to the 12 apostles 
that the Master had kept insisting to them that 
He 
must die upon the 
c ross. 
They 
were 
determined that He was soon going to bec ome 
king of Israel. 
While J esus and the 12 had been at J eric ho a 
few days before his death, He had again told 
them that after they got up to J erusalem He 
would be betrayed and c ruc ified. 


Tlu'n it vvas that in a heartlc lt expression of 
loyalty to Him Thomas Didynnis, one of the 12, 
said to the others, “Let us also go, that wc may 
die with hiiii.” 
'The night before his death, J esus, ignoring 
his own heavy heart, sought to c omfort the 11 
faithful apostles, “ Let not your heart be troubl­ 
ed. Ye believe in God. Believe also in Me. In My 
Father's house are many mansions . 
. 1 go to 
prepare a plac e for you . . . And whither 1 go ye 
know, and the way ye know.” 
Again it was 'I’homas, ever c andid, who 
replied, “ Lord, we know not whither 'I'hou goest, 
and how c an we know the way'?” 
To whic h J esus answered, “ I am the way, 
the truth, and the life. No man eonieth unto the 
Father but by .Me.’’ 
When, an hour later, J esus was arrested in 
the Garden of Gethsemane, and taken away in 
c hains, Thomas fled along with 
the 
other 
apostles. And when, next day, J esus died on ihc 
c ross, it seemed to Thomas, as to the others, that 
they had reac hed the end of the road. 
The 11 apostles were in hiding folluvving the 
c ruc ifixion of J esus. Thomas however vvas nut 
with the other 10 when J esus first appeared to 
them as a resurrec ted being. 
They sought him out and exc laimed to him, 
“We have seen the Lord!” But Thomas would 
not believe them. He dec lared "E.xeept 1 shall 
sec in His hands the print of the nails, and pul 
my finger into the print of the nails, and thrust 
my hand into His side, I will not believe!” 
Eight days later J esus again appeared tn 
the apostles. “Thomas,” he said. “ Reac h hither 
thy finger, and behold .My hands; and reac h 
hither thy hand, and thrust it into .My side; and 
he not faithless, hut believing.”

but it 
was tar from routine when 
a little central Nebraska g irl died in a Lincoln hospital last 
Friday . She was two-and-one-half-y ear-old J oAnn Dewey . 
Her death resulted in charg es filed in eoiinty court ag ainst 
her parents, 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Albert 
Dewey of Mcrna. They 
are eharg rd with manslaug hter. The little g irl, according to 
an autopsy , died of a skull fracture but also had bruises 
on the bod\ and face. 
According to Lincoln police reports, attempts to save the 
g iiTs life were futile because of the massive amount of brain 
damag e that had occurred betö re she received medical attention. 
Prior to J an. 25. little J oAnn was in 
a happy and 
loving 
home—the home of foster parents in York. 


★ 
What happened to this little g irl is told in 
a story by 
Don Dillen in The York Daily .N'ews-Times. Custody of J oAnn 
was g iven two y ears ag o to Mr. and .Mrs, Don Bissey . 
Some time earlier, the couple had looked into the matter 
of toster parenthood and seen a human need they then proceeded 
to fill. Following an ex tensive period of testing , making applica­ 
tions and training , the Bissey s were awarded custody of J oAnn. 
It was two y ears later that a district court judg e awarded 
eustody of the child to her father. The child's parents have 
now turned themselves in to authorities, ex plaining that they 
had not known they were wanted until hearing of it on radio 
and television. 
'I'hey ex plained further that J oAnn 
had been left 
with a 
friend when the parents went to seek work in Idaho, The g irl, 
they said, had liit her head in two falls in the bathtub at 
home and apparcntlv was in need of medical attention. 
Thus, one is ied to l)clieve that the death of the g irl 
was accidental. Perhaps it was. This is .something the court 
will undoubtedly have an opportunity to determine. 
But when .Mr. Dewey picked up the little g irl at the Bisscy 
home last .J anuary , it was a sad parting . 
"She (J oAnn) was nearly in hy sterics.*’ Mrs. Bissey s a i d . 
"I told Albert (her father) 1 would rocK her to sleep. 
"He said ‘Hell, no, y ou won’t rock her to sleep. She'd 
damn-well-hettcr learn I’m her father. 
With that, .Mrs. Bissey ex plains hi the News-Times article, 
slammed the Ittle g irl into a door hard enoug h to g ive 
a nosebleed and then packed her into the car and drove 
he 
hei 
off- 
The Bi.ssevs had been g iven court permission to visit J oAnn 


[)Ut when .Mr Bissey asked Mr. Dewey about this at a later 
time. Bissev was threatened with a g un and told never to return 
to the Dewev home. In the .News-Times story , Bissey said 
he tiled assault charg es ag ainst Dewey , who received a ^25 
line fur his actions. 
★ 
The case at this moment is made particularly difficult because 
of the criminal charg es that have been filed. Under the principle 
of a fair trial, the area cannot be prejudiced ag ainst the 
détendants, 
Tlius. one cannot prejudg e the actions of the Dewey s but 
the possibilities can be ex amined. It parental abuse contributed 
to the death of the little g irl, we should want to take a 
long , hard look at the process to which this g irl was subjected. 
There is a strong inelinatioii in all eircles to leave children 
with their natural parents but it must be remembered that 
the wellare of the child comes first, not the feeling s or desires 
of the parents. 
A g reater recog nition of this principle is needed when y ou 
consider the number of child-abuse ca ses that come to llg lil 
every y ear. We hope J oAnn does not represent another such 
hut thè final chapter in her case remains to be written and 
will Ix ' closely watched.

As Dent has dug deeper and 
deeper into the financial muck 
ol some private pension funds., 
he has struck the hard opposi­ 
tion of g iant firms which con­ 
trol the funds. 
Impellizeri's g rim testimony , 
obtained in advance by this 
column, shows why 
Dent 
is 
being pressured by the larded 
lords of industry to back away 
from his defense of the poor. 
"My study of ten 
pension 
plans covering 60.000 low-paid 
workers in the New York City 
area discloses that less than 10 
per cent will ever receive a 
pension or 
pension benefit,’ 
Impellizeri will tell the Dent 
.sub-committee. 
Kea-son: in the shifting 7 0s, a 
worker may labor only a few 
>ears for

company , then

on, 
.Meanwhile, 
the 
pension benefits which

won by his union as part of a 
wag e packag e remain — it the 
employ es are lucky — in the 
pension fund.

PARI.S — If Sarg ent Shrivcr 
is as lucky in American politics 
as he has been for the past 22 
months 
as 
ambassador 
in 
France, he will be a man to 
watch in the Democratic party 
rat race. For, leaving Paris 
after a successful mission, he 
hopes to dive into 
the U.S. 
scene as a kind of independent 
adjunct 
of 
the 
Kennedy 
machine. 
Shriver 
is no 
professional 
diplomat and was named by 
i.y ndon 
J ohnson 
tor 
com­ 
plicated political reasons not 
solely related to his very ob­ 
vious talents. But he was kept 
on by Richard Nix on for more 
than a y ear and his ability in 
this unfamiliar trade was in a 
sense confirmed 
as 
French 


l^rcsident 
him: 
Pompidou 
t ol d 
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“ When President Nix on came 
here last y ear as the g uest of 
General 
de 
Gaulle, he was 
g iven a very cordial official 
reception. I can assure y ou that 
were he to come to Paris ag ain 
now.

welcome.” 
The chang e in 
atmosphere 
has not been 
broug ht 
about 
simply by personal diplomacy , 
as Shriver hastens to point out. 
The departing ambassador was

artificially inspired 
tensions, 
and when J ohnson wa s suc­ 
ceeded by the pro-French Nix ­ 
on. Moreover, the international 
kaleido.scope suddenly shifted 
from ug lier patterns. 


But Shriver has the knack to 
capitalize on g ood fortune. He 
say s: “ While problems remain, 
I am satisfied that there has 
been a marked improvement in 
U.S.-FTench relations over the 
past two y ears.

blems.” 


The principal areas where 
fresh difficulties can

balances and g old reserves, 
France returns to a position 
where it can confront the U.S.

particular fields. Nor is it clear 
how far they are prepared to

Finally , France is hig hly na­ 
tionalistic, unwilling to return 
to integ ration inside the North 
Atlantic Treaty 
Org anization 
(althoug h 
remaining 
allied! 
and determined to develop its 
own nuclear force with sub­ 
marines 
and 
missiles, 
rig ht 
throug h to 19 80. 
N e v e r t h e l e s s , Shriver 
discerns a difference in mood 
and method. On fiscal matters 
he believes F'rance is now far 
more willing to cooperate in a 
search for monetary ag reement 
eliminating 
inequalities 
and 
e v e n t u a l l y redistributing 
shares in the new sy stem of 
special drawing rig hts. Finance 
Minister Giscard d’Flstaing is 
g oing to America in .May and 
will spend a weekend at Camp 
David with the secretary of the 
treasury try ing to reach com­ 
mon understanding s. 
The 
United 
States 
and 
France differ on objectives and 
interests in the current Middle 
East situation and on nuclear 
policy . 
However, 
Washing ton 
appears to have indicated ap­ 
proval for Paris’ intention of 
s t r e n g t h e n i n g its Medit- 
tcranean fleet. Likewise, long ­ 
term differences on Southeast 
Asia are less abrasively ex ­ 
pressed. Even on Cambodia,

"When you’ve got 120 hor.se.s 
in training you’ve got to be 
trying all the time," Irwin 
said. 
Irwin has about 45 of Van 
Berg’s horses at Oaklawn and 
.Jack Van Berg, Mr. Van’s son, 
has about 60 more at New 
Orleans. Irwin says Van Berg 
has about 200 horses in all, 
many of them on a farm at 
Columbus, Nebr. 


The size of the stable is an 
asset. 
"We might buy a horse that 
is down in the flesh and rest 
him 30 days." Irwin s a i d 
"Because of the number of 
horses we have we'll still be in 
action while trying to improve 
the horse.” 
Irwin was the third-leading 
trainer in the country la.st 
year, trailing Jack Van Berg 
and Ivverett Hammond, 
His secret to success’,’ 
"We try to take decent care 
of our horses and put them 


where they belong," he said.
